An Imperial Council. 


The proposal to hold an Imperial Con- 
ference in London this year. has. been 
dropped. In a letter which has been sent 
by the Colonial. Office to the Governments 
of the several Dominions and India, Mr. 
Amery explains that the "' exigencies of 
Parliamentary and other business render 
it impossible to hold a representative 
meeting in London,” and, therefore, His 
Majesty’s Government will try to settle 
the various matters on which it requires 
the Dominions’ advice by correspondence, 
The immediate object of the projected 
Conference was the discussion of the 
Geneva Protocol, which has important 
bearings on British policy throughout: the 
world. Mr. Amery, naturally enough, 
wished to hear the views of the Dominion 
Governments before he committed the 
British Empire to any definite line of 
action, and he proceeded at once to invite | 
them to send, representatives to an Im- 
perial Conference. His intentions were 
perfectly innocent, and, as a matter of 
fact, the home Government-was not at all 
anxious to sign the Geneva Protocol in 
view of the possibility that it might 
be construed into a sort of mutual 
defence arrangement between Britain 
and France: Some of the Dominion 
statesmen; however, seem to have suspected 
that Mr. Amery was following the example 
which was set by Mr. Lloyd George at 
the time of the notorious Chanak tele- 
gram, and was trying to stampede the 
Dominions into acceptance of a scheme of 
partial, disarmament which would be 
calculated to weaken the Empire’s defences 
without providing any compensating 
security. Consequently, with the excep- 
tion of New ' Zealand, which invariably 
falls in with the desires of the Imperial 
Government, none of the Overseas 
Dominions accepted Mr. Amery’s invita- 
tion. Australia said bluntly that such a 
Conference was quite unnecessary; the 
Canadian Government declared that none 
of its Ministers conld find time to go to 
London; and General Hertzog expressed 
his regret that no representative of the 
South African Union could leave. the 
country before next August. 

The Conference was to have been held 
in March in order: that the British views 
on the Geneva .Protecel might,be co-ordi- 
nated before the matter comes up for final 
settlement by the League oí Nations, Now 
the Colonial Office must. depend on the 
cable service in conducting its negotiations 


factory system hardly could. be devised. 


Imperial Council of some kind is becoming 
more urgent. Some months ago it was 
rumoured that the Imperial Government 
proposed to raise the High Commissioners 
in London to ambassadorial rank in order 
that they might be able to represent their 
home Government with plenary powers; 
but since the general election little has 
been heard of the plan. Clearly something 
must be done, because a time is approach- 
ing when the closest consultation between 
Britain and the Dominions will be essen- 
tial. The whole problem of the Singapore 
naval base, with its manifold reactions on 
naval policy and its possible effects on the 
relations between Britain and other mari- 
time Fowers, must be tackled soon. 
Australia’s defences in the event of a Far 
Eastern war also must be considered, and 
there are a hundred and one other matters 
of minor importance which call for a 
common policy. Sueh matters cannot be 
settled by cablegrams. Personal contact 
| between the leaders of opinion in the 
various British countries must be main- 
tained; and the only practicable way of 
achieving that end at present is by the 
establishment of an Ambassadors’ Council 
in London on the model of the body which 
has done such useful work in Paris during 
the past few years. Mr. Bruce, the 
Australian Premier, already has appointed 
a liaison officer in London to deal with 
issues of particular urgency; but it is 
high: time that the whole question of 
Britain’s dealings with the Dominions 
should be put on a properly regulated 
footing. and that the many anomalies of 
the present condition of affairs should be 
tay 


Folly and Foxes. - 
During recent years the hand of: de- 


‘the most spectacular, but we may doubt 
whether its results have been the most 
serious... Houses and bridges are man's 
work and he can replace them; but when 
he attacks the domain of Nature he takes 
heavy risks. There his mischief is in- 
calculable: at the best, it is repaired 
slowly and painfully, and there is danger 
that it may not be repaired at all. We 
have written much of late concerning the 
war on trees, the war on all sorts of finned 
and feathered game and the war on the 
common birds of the field. By these wars 
we are achieving, in our blind folly, a 
twofold loss—esthetic and economic. 
We are killing beauty and we are 
diminishing sources of wealth which 
other countries preserve with jealous 
care. Already, as we have shown, Nature 
is exacting her revenge in several 
ways. The destruction of trees and the 
shooting of small birds are depriving the 
farmer of faithful friends, and the disease 
which to-day is taking toll of Irish flocks 
may be attributed, in some measure, to 
the unchecked increase of insect pests. 
Now from different parts of the country 
come reports of another selfish and 
heedless stroke at the farmers’ welfare. 
The revival of hunting promised to 
restore much of our vanished gaiety 
and wealth. This hope may be dis- 
appointed if trappers of foxes are 
allowed to hove their way. It appears 
that foxes are being trapped freely in some 
Southern hunting districts. for the sake 
of their skins, which can be sold for twenty 
or thirty shillings apiece. The business 
has. made such strides that hounds are 
drawing blank with increasing frequency. 
One well-known pack recently had four 
blank days in succession, and Masters are 
looking fearfully to the day when hunting 
will cease bécause there will be a complete 
dearth of foxes. 

Legislation can punish the poaching 
of game, but it cannot protect the smaller 
birds; The Government cannot afford to 
police our lakes and rivers on any effective 
scale. We understand that it has been 
approached in regard to the trapping of 
foxes, but cannot see its way to put foxes 
on the “game” list or ‘to take action 
against the trappers. The safeguard must 
be found in an educated public opinion, 
and the most cogent means of education 
is the economic argument. People who 
are insensible to the beauty of trees and 
birds must be convinced—and a hundred 
proofs. are forthcoming—that, without 
trees and birds, the farmer’s industry will 
languish and no tourist will wish to visit 
a bleak and songless Ireland. Our 
pheasants, snipe, salmon and trout, are. 
national assets which can be developed 
in a fashion that will bring wealth to the 
whole country. Therefore, the poacher 
who retards that development is a bad 
Irishman, and every good Irishman’s hand 
ought to be against him. A healthy public 
opinion on this question would be a more 
successful protector of game than an army 
corps of bailiffs and Civic Guards. Any 
serious check to the sport and industry 
of hunting would be, in very truth, a 
public calamity. This institution is a part 
of the finest and happiest traditions of. 
the nation. It is a link—now more 
precious than ever before—between all 
classes of the people. It carries not only 
money, but brightness, into our rural 
districts. It is a bulwark of our famous 
horse-breeding industry. If it prospers in 
the Free State, it will bring home many 
of our own exiles and wil] attract, in 
increasing numbers, rich sportsmen from 
other lands. Foxes are the pivot of hunt- 
ing, and the skin of every trapped fox, 
that is sold in Cork or Dublin for twenty 
shillings, costs Ireland more than the 
value of the rarest silver fox that ever 
was trapped within the Arctic Circle. The 
trapping of foxes in the Free State ought 
to be suppressed ruthlessly by public 
opinion, and we cannot think that the 
Government is altogether powerless in the 
matter. Certainly, if the abuse continues, 
the Hunts ought to be able to make a 
strong case for special action, 


Cricket. 

Seldom have the Test matches been 
followed with livelier interest than in the 
present year, and seldom has a finer spirit 
of sportsmanship been manifested by 
players and ,public alike. As we write, 
th> Australians, with two victories to their 
credit, have piled up a total in the critical 
third match which could be surpassed by 
the English team only through some pro 
digious achievement. Although that team 
has fared ill, it has foughtsplendidly. An 
enthusiastic public in the old countries 
has watched the battle from afar, grudging 
the Australians no whit of their well- 
earned and stoutly contested successes. At 
a dinner of the Authors’ Club, on Monday, 
the topic of “Cricket and Publishing ” 
was discussed ; and the chairman, Sir W. 
Beach Thomas, said that cricket was con- 
spicuous among games in the dignity of 
its literary treatment. Football reports 
commonly tempt the writer to the use cf 
slang, but a cricket match lends itself 
to careful writing, like a battle. Cricket, 
since that curious caricature by Dickens 
in his description of the match at Dingley 
Dell, has held no mean place in litera- 
ture: one of the best modern poets saw, 
in a lyrical reverie, the run-makers 
“flicker to and íro.” Sir Home Gordon 
declared, from. his expérience as a pub- 
lisher, that cricket was the theme of many 
a “best seller.’’ Another speaker, de- 
scribing the intensity of interest with 
which the Test matches were followed a 
generation ago, said that when Australia 
beat the M.C.C.. at Lord’s, in 1878, he 
heard a reporter exclaim that “he would 
rather have seen St. Paul's in ruins than 
witness what he had seen that afternoon. ' 
Grief so grotesquely exaggerated will not 
be spent on England’s probable defeat ; 
yet the measure of the desire to win will 
be the measure of sportsmanlike con- 


gratulation to the victors.

the remote interior: Somewhere on the 
South watershed of the Amazon Colonel 
Fawcett hopes to find the relics of ancient 
civilisations, At Tiahuanaco, in Bolivia, 
there are fragments of Cyclopean archi- 
tecture which puzzled the Incas of old not 
less than the archeologists of to-day. 
Colonel Fawcett speaks of fragmentary 
traditions, rumours and reports hard to 
verify, like that of the late Consul-General, 
Colonel O'Sullivan Beare, of Rio Janeiro, 
who professed to have seen the ruins of 
uncharted cities. Some of these accounts 
tell that, in the far-off Brazilian interior, 
there are rock inscriptions in - archaic 
Greek, Iberian, Etruscan and Egyptian 
characters, revealing a primitive inter- 
course with the Mediterranean. Coldénel 
Fawcett asks whether it may not be that 
somewhere in the South American Con- 
tinent were Tarshish and Ophir, from 
which were brought to Canaan gold, silver, 
ivory, apes and peacocks. With such a 
prologue, the narrative of Colonel 
Fawcett’s adventures will be an anti- 
climax if it fails to surpass in wonders even 
the discoveries of” Professor Challenget's 
expedition. 


NORTHERN IRELAND 
AND CURFEW. 


STATEMENT BY MINISTER OF 
HOME AFFAIRS. 


The Northern Minister of Home Affairs (Sir 
Dawson . Bates) made a reference to the 
“Curfew’’ at the annual meeting of the 
Victoria Unionist Association on Monday 
evening last, in the old Town Hall, Belfast. 

At one time, he said, they had a prison 
population of 1,050; now it was 400. During 
a period of eight months in 1922 there were 
160 murders and 355 cases of wounding. In 
1923 they had only one case of the kind. In 
two months, in 1922, the damage done by 
way of malicious injury amounted to 
£1,500,000. Now, however, they were getting 
well back to normal conditions. He did not 
suggest that the danger was past, hut in the 
present circumstances the Government would 
not be justified in taking measures to control 
the liberty of the people. If, however, the 
necessity should arise to reimpose the Curfew, 
the Government would not hesitate to use the 
— powers which they had utilised in the 
past. 


OBITUARY. 


MONSIGNOR HICKEY, D.D., V.G. 


The death occurred suddenly yesterday 
morning of the Right ‘Rev. Monsignor Hickey, 
D.D., P.P., V.G., at St. Mary's, Haddington 
road, Dublin. Born at Kilbarry, Athy, on 
the 1lth of October, 1869, Monsignor Hickey 
entered Clonliffe College at the age of 15 
years. He passed thence to the Propaganda 
College, Rome, where he studied for eight 
years. On the 19th of May, 1894, he was 
ordained priest by Cardinal Parocchi, at the 
Church ot St. John Lateran, Returning to 


General of the Diocese, and 
pointed Domestic Prelate to the Pope, 
the title of Monsignor. 

Last year he wes appointed parish priest 
of St. Mary’s, Haddington road, and in that 
capacity he had shown great activity, endear- 
ing himself to all with whom he came in con- 
tact. He was Dean of Residence at Univer- 
sity College, Dublin, in 1909, and by his 
wisdom and kindly disposition exerted a 
strong influence for sop on the young men 
in the University, By all of these he was 
beloved. The announcement of his death will 
cause widespread regret. As a preacher, Dr. 
Hickey was much appreciated; he was to 
have delivered the sermon at the blessing of 
the new church at Lusk on Sunday next. 

A man of wide human sympathies and 
kindly genial nature, Monsignor Hickey was 
widely known and loved. hether as head 
of the Diocesan College of Holy Cross, as 
Dean of Residence at the National University 
or as own to Mountjoy Prison, he showed 
both breadth of mind and intense human sym- 
pathy. His loss will be deeply felt.

THE REV. DAVID AIKEN, D.D. 

Much regret has been caused by the death, 

esterday morning, of the Rev. David Aiken, 
BD., D.D., minister of Portstewart Presby- 
terian Church. Dr. Aiken took his theological 
course at Magee , Derry, under 
fessor Smith, who afterwards was Liberal 
member of Parliament for County Derry. In 
1873 he was licensed by the Letterkenny 
Presbytery. He preached in Portstewart 
Church in June and July of that year, and 
received a unanimous call. from the congrega- 
tion. On the 27th of the following November 
he was ordained as successor to the Rev. John 
Stewart, and for fifty-one years he ministered 
there with great acoeptance. The Theological 
Faculty of Belfast mil Derry in 1918 conferred 
on him the degrees of B.D. and D.D.

As a result, some 
different steps will have to be taken, and 
it is possible that the British Government 
will ask that the discussion by the League 
of Nations may be postponed for some 
time. Should this prove to be imprac- 
ticable, the Dominions will be fully ¢on- 
sulted by cable, though it is acknowledged 
that this is not the most satisfactory 
method of discussion on an important 
matter which affects the Dominions. It is 
likely that a statement on the subject 
will be issued to-morrow after the meeting 
of the Cabinet 


Income Tax. 


Income tax payers, who had been led by 
recent statements to believe that they 
would to jail if they did not pay up 
promptly, find some reassurance to-day in 
a statement. made by the Chief Inspector 
of Taxes. Only wilful defaulters are 
likely to suffer imprisonment, and the man 
who means to pay will be dealt with in a 
reasonable manner. In any event, a ce- 
faulter, if he is summoned to a police 
court, will be able to state his case to the 
magistrate, who may issue an order for 

ayment of the amount due, or may not. 
t must be proved that the taxpayer has 
the means to pay, and no defaulter is 
likely to be sent to prison unless the 
magistrates are satisfied that he can, but 
will not, pay. 


The Queen of Naples. 


r Many people, if they had been asked 
yesterday morning whether there was a 
Queen of Naples alive, would have ex- 
pressed their absolute ignorance; yet tie 
Queen Dowager Maria Sophia Amalie. 
widow of Francis the Second, the last Kin. 
of Naples, died only yesterday at Munich 
She had attained a considerable age, anil 
it is more than thirty years since her 
husband died. Her reign at Naples was 
short. Married at Munich in 1859, she 
became Queen shortly afterwards, but it 
was the time of the Garibaldian struzg!e 
for liberty, and, though the Queen pos- 

considerable political acumen and 
advised the grant of a Constitution, it was 
too late, and in 1860 her reign was over. 
During the siege of Gaeta, when with the 
King and the Army she was exposed for 
three months to considerable danger, she 
was a heroine, and nursed the wounded 
soldiers with a most tender care. It is 
only a few days ago since Mr. Lloyd George 
referred to King Bomba. Queen Maria 
was his daughter-in-law. 


St. Paal’s. 


The fund for the reconstruction and 
repair of St. Paul’s Cathedral is growing 
so quickly that it is possible that the Im- 
perial Parliament will not be called upon 
to put its hand into the public purse. 
It will, however, need to find money for 
the repair of its own dwelling place; for 
the latest advices indicate that immediate 
repairs are essential if the magnificent 
Gothic Palace of Barry and Pugin is to be 
preserved. It is not, of course, an old 
building like the Cathedral, but the stone 
work has perished to a much greater degree 
than was believed a few months ago. A 
number of the ornamental pinnacles have 
had to be removed altogether, and others 
will have to follow. In places the stone 
has become so soft that it powders when 
rubbed with a finger nail. The many 
statues adorning the higher parts of the 
building have become defaced, and in a 
number of cases are just smooth blocks of 
stone. 


Russian Litigation. 


A case brought by the Soviet Govern- 
ment is to come before the Law Courts 
before long, a claim being laid to four 
Russian ships, now sailing under the pro- 
tection of the British flag. The ms were 
requisitionet during the war, and after- 
wards they could not be handed over 
except to a British company. A company 
accordingly was formed, and the shares 
in it are held by Russians representing 
the company that originally owned the 
ships. Soviet claim is based on 4 
decree passed in 1918 to the effect that 
all ships became the property of the State. 
A point at issue, however, is whether the 
Soviet is the same State as that making 
the decree, or whether it is a federate«| 
State built up of several States, The 
Soviet declares that it was supreme wher 
the decree was made in that part ofl 
Russia where the original company was 
registered. The case will be interesting, 
since much depends upon the decision. 


Wembley's Refreshments. 


The great question of the provision of 
refreshments at Wembley has not yet 
been decided, but the Executive is 
negotiating with a number of firms, and 
hopes to arrange for a contract next week. 
The catering difficulty, however, has 
brought about an excellent arrangement. 
T. pavilions provided with cafes or 
restaurants are to arrange for a service 
of meals in the manner of the country 
represented by the Dominion exhibiting. 
Th> Lucullus Restaurant is to be turned 
into a club, and visitors to the Exhibition 
will have the privilege of joining for a 
day or a month or the run of the Exhibi- 
tion. Large additions are to be made to 
the premises of the restaurant in order 
that the club may be commodious. It is 
reported from the. provinces that a very 
great number of excursions has been 
arranged for the summer, and in nearly 
every case the firms who arranged a visit 
to the Exhibition last year will send their 
employés again. 


Acroes Australia. 


Mr. Amery, the Colonial Secretary, was 
the ‘chief guest at a dinner given at the 
Hotel Ceci] last night by Messrs. Harper, 
Sons and Bean to celebrate the successful 
completion of the first double crossing of 
the Australian Continent. The tour, 
which was made through a considerable 
pact of unknown Australia, was carried 
out by Mr. J. L. Simpson, Mr. Francis 
Birtles, the well-known Australian ex- 
plorer, and Mr. M. H. Ellis, and was 
from Sydney to Port Darwin and back, a 
distance of 6,200 miles, through a country 
where pitfalls were many and roads were 
usuauy lacking.

Company’s steamer Archangel (2,448 tons), 
which left Harwich on Monday night with 
140 passengers on board, went aground 
about six o'clock this morning, close to the 
South Pier of the Hook of Holland, near 
the spot where in 1907 the ss. Berlin was 
wrecked and 128 lives lost. There was a 
heavy fog prevailing at the time. Nearly 
all the passengers were asleep and were 
unaware of what had happened until they 
were aroused by the crew. 

Fortunately, the sea was fairly calm, and 
the vessel was in no serious danger. The 
passengers remained aboard while were 
made by three tugboats to refloat the ship, 
but these proved unsuccessful. 

The vessel was still fast at noon, when it 


. 


was decided to land the passengers. Owing 
to the delay many of thent missed the train 
for Hamburg to catch the liner for America. 

It is stated that in the heavy fog the 
Archangel passed a buoy in the waterway 
on the wrong side. It is hoped to refloat the 
vessel which has suffered no serious damage, 
on to-night’s tide. 

At St. Denis a sister ship will make the 
return journey to-night, instead of the Arch- 
angel.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

After two days’ debates, the resumed Opium 
Conference gives no greater promise of arriv- 
ing at a satisfactory conclusion than was the 
case when it adjourned before Christmas. 
Speaking to journalists to-mght after to-day’s 
debate, Lord Cecil admitted that the position 
was “again critical.’’ 

The atmosphere was tense this mornin 
when Mr. Stephen Porter. head of the Ameri- 
can delegation, As. to Lord re 
speech of yesterday, made an im ion 
protest Hi du what he Fri i ia the 
' slanderous statement “” that the consumption 
of opium in the United States was greater 
than in India. 

Lord Cecil immediately and unreservedly 
withdrew what he had said, intimating that 
he must have been misinformed. 

The American representative proceeded to 
adduce reasons why he entirely disapproved 
of the declaration of the British policy for the 
suppression of opium smoking in the Far 
East. The fifteen, years period, he said, was 
to start when the “danger ” of contraband 
from China had been removed, but that would 
not be so long as production continued. More- 
over, it would be to the interest of other 
States drawing revenue from opium smoking 
to defer this period as long as possible, In 
the meantime nothing was to be done to pre- 
vent an increase in the ranks of smokers. 
Nations which had given a solemn undertak- 
ing were not entitled now to ask for an in- 
quiry. Nevertheless, the United States dele- 
gation, recognising that difficulties had arisen, 
was ‘willing to extend the period for suppres- | 
sion ima Ain to fifteen years. He coneluded 
with a reference to the wea which would 
be placed in the hands of Bolshevist agents 
in the Far East if the Conference failed. 

The Japanese delegate supported America, 
on the ground that co-ordination was neces- 


sary. 
The debate was adjourned till to-morrow. 


DUBLIN SILVER FOR 
BELFAST. 


TO PAY DOLES AND 
PENSIONS. 


Our Belfast Cofrespondent writes :—Under 
an arrangement between the Dublin and 
Belfast banks, several tons of silver have been 
transferred from Dublin to the Northern city. 
Packed in heavy boxes, the silver was brought 
by passenger train to Adkyoyle under an 
escort of Free State soldiers. At that point 
it was received by Ulster forces and conveyed 
to Belfast. A ton of silver represents about 
£10,000. It is the custom of banks to transfer 
silver to one another, when it is required, in 
exchange for notes, There was a shortage of 
silver in several Belfast banks for the pay- 
ment of unemployment benefit. old. age 
pensions and wages. Consequently a transfer 
was made from Dublin, where there was a 
surplus. 


INSTITUTE .OF BANKERS. 


CRITICISM OF FISCAL POLICY. 

Mr. Joseph X. Murphy (President), the 
Governor of the Bank of Ireland, presided at 
the twenty-fifth annual meeting of the Inati- 
tute of Bankers in Ireland. which was held 
last evening in the Bank of Ireland, College 
Green, Dublin, 

The. report, which was submitted by Mr. 
C. H. H. Fennell, stated that the Government 
of the Free State had settled down to perform 
its work with energy and courage, but most 
of the ter problems which faced and 
hampered it at the beginning of the year were, 
at its end, little nearer solution. The un- 
mb ment problem, the housing shortage, 
and the State’s adverse trade balance were 
still engaging muoh of the time and thought 
of the vernment. 

Perhaps the most important feature of the 
Government’s economic policy was the imposi- 
tion of a limited system of tariffs on various 
commodities with the object of fostering the 
industries of the country. The reversal of the. 
fiscal policy hitherto followed had met with 
much adverse. criticism, both from the 
theoretical expert and the practica! business 
man. It w suffice, however, to say that 
such a change of policy could not be of real 
service to a country where agriculture was the 
nation’s main asset. 

The abnormal rainfall during the second six 
months of 1924 had a very serious effect on the 
harvest in most of the country. 

, The membership of the Institute had ex-

MR. GEORGE ATKINSON'S 
OPINION. — 


A HINT TO COMMERCE. 


ee el 


Mr. George Atkinson, Principal of the 
Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin, has 
give his views for the Irish Times on the 
outlook for art industries in Ireland. It 
happened that the interview occurred 
before either Mr. Atkinson or the inter- 
viewer saw the remarks made in a leading 
article in the Irish Times yesterday on 
“Public Art”; but Mr. Atkinson's 
observations converged in an interesting 


way upon those of the article. | 


We. had approached the subject by way 
of the prospects before designers and 
craits workers in Ireland. Mr. Atkinson 
reviewed the .ituation in this respect 
generally, and in conclusion alluded to 
the part of the State in the encouragement 


of progress. 

“The last decade,” he said, “has been 
stormy, and efforts to maintain an adequate 
artistic standard found little opportunity for 


t years has not been altogether 

‘ ing, nevertheless, has been 

accomplished. The need has been felt, and 

with patience and in time the talent of 

Irishmen may find abundant Spernery in 
artistic work in their own land. 

““For a period we had a Minister of Fine 
Art—a gesture, perhaps, to show that we 
understood and intended to promote the 
cultural qualities of a well ordered community 
—but an expressive gesture, nevertheless, and 
one that may be translated eventually into 
fact. Other countries similarly situa have 
settled down to the less expensive alliance 
between a Ministry of Trade and a Ministry 
of Instruction. It would appear that between 
these two branches of State control there lies 
the best solution of the problem of the pro- 
motion of the arts, arid of art in relation to 
the crafts and industries.’’ 


! LACK OF OPENINGS. 

In his review of our present positiou, Mr. 
Atkinson alluded to the envy we bere must 
have of centres in other countries, wue:e the 
staple industries are inherently suscestible to 
artistic influence and are capable of abeu.biug 
large numbers of designers and executants. 
all of them requiring artistic knowledge to a 
greater or lesser extent, and engaged in pro- 
cesses that demand artistic skill. 

“There are few industries of this ‘kind in 
Ireland,” he said. ‘‘ Damask weaving in the 
North is an outstanding example, but it is 
largely a machine-made product, and, 
although it employs large numbers of in- 
dividual workers, the ange for the artist is 
limited to considerations of design. 

“The only pottery in existence in Ireland 
has not manana to fresh impulses of modern 
design. It has its own particular conventions 
and is, apparently, satisfied to work within 
the limitations of the groove it has formed for 
itself. 

“The lace industry, on the other hand, 
although originally an importation, has come 
to be regarded as peculiarly Irish, and con- 
stitutes a field of work that depends largely 
on artistic design and artistic feeling. It is 
an industry in which every executant is, or 
should he, an artist within the limits of the 
craft. Lace is essentially a hand-process art 
craft. At the moment, it can hardly be said 
to be a flourishing industry, and, as far as I 
am aware, has languished through the lack of 
fresh designs, up-to-date shapes, and incom- 
plete or ineffective regard to the requirements 
of the very varying demands of fashion.’’ 


ADVANCE IN ART CRAFTS. 

Apart from industries of this kind, of which 
there are so few in Ireland, the main achieve- 
ment of recent years, Mr. Atkinson thinks, 
has been the stimulus provided by a compara- 
tively small group of craft workers in the 
production of stained glass, metal work, 
mosaic, book-binding, carpets, embroidery 
and similar hand processes. This effort has 
entirely justified itself, and mm instances 
has reached a remarkable degree of excellence. 

“The general artistic attainment of the art 
craft movement in Ireland,” Mr. Atkinson 
went on to say, “is far in advance of the 
more purely commercial work adaptable to 
artistic influence; nor has the lead given by 
the individual art worker as yet impelled a 
corresponding influence impulse in trade circles 
to any extent, as it has in other countries, 
to the advancement of the quality of trade 
products and increase of business.’’ 


THE ARTIST AND COMMERCE. 

On this subject Mr. Atkinson’s remarks 
were worthy of particular attention of Irish 
manufacturers. ‘‘ The designer, the manu- 
facturer and the distributor,’ he said, “have 
still to effect an alliance on common ground 
to their mutual advantage. This cannot be 
achieved so long as the artist regards the 
commercial man as a mere money-making 
Philistine, and the commercial man con- 
temptuously scoffs at the artist as an ime 
practical crank or a tiresome highbrow. 

“While there is undoubtedly a scarcity of 
artistic industries in Ireland, it is not gene- 
rally realised that there is a wide field for 
simple artistry in every-day unpretentious 
things, whose present ugliness is too apt 
to be accepted as inevitable, or ignored 
through inappreciation of the charm of good 
form and good colour. 


NOT CHEAP AND NASTY. 

“Even in otherwise well-informed circles 
there is a lack of understanding. Recently, 
while advocating the value and possibilities 
of ‘homely unpretending art,’ I was chal- 
lenged by a well-known Professor of 
Economics, who asserted that Ireland was too 
poor a country for these considerations, and 
could not afford to spend money on artistic 
work. He failed to realise that a well- 
designed street-lamp. standard of simple 
artistic form would be cheaper to produce 
than a pretentious or ill-considered form, 
‘dripping with knots and ornaments.’ 

‘It is evident in any shop in Ireland that 
other countries are giving closer attention to 
these apparently simple matters, and are at- 
tracting the ultimate buyer of their products 
thesaah the attractiveness of wrappers, con- 
tainers, posters, and similar adjuncts.” 

A simple illustration mentioned by Mr. 
Atkinson was the selling of chocolates, where 
the buyer’s choice is often governed by the 
attractiveness of the package. 


CHURCH ORNAMENT. 

An obvious field for Irish art craft workers 
should be church fitting and ornament. Even 
here, Mr. Atkinson asserted, there are few 
churches—and those of the smallest—which 
are complete in unity of conception through- 
out, and in which a true artistic spirit has 
prevailed in every trade and craft that has 
contributed to the erection, decoration, and 
equipment. 

“Until it can no longer be stated that our 
churches are full of stained glass from Ger: 
many, statuary and marble work from Italy, 
mosaic from Whitechapel, brasswork from 
Birmingham or London, we cannot in reason 
claim that our age reflects the beauty and 
serenity in art that is one of our choicest 
heritages of the past.”

GOLD STANDARD. 


THE RETURN TO SPECLE 
PAYMENT. 
8 Oe 


The City Editor of The Times writes :—Mr. 
Montagu Norman, the Governor f the Bank 
of England, came back from America yester- 
day, and his mission suggests an occasion to 
review the question ofthe return of this 
country to the gold standard Because the 
paper pound sterling has, for the first time 
since the war, risen to a point which is within 
10 cents of gold parity, and because at the 
end of this year the embargo on gold exports 
expires, Mr. Norman’s visit to prominent 
bankers in New York has a more important 
significance than his previous visits. Much, 
of course, depends upon the, couse of events, 
but it is widely: believed that the Government 
intends not to renew the embargo, and that 
possibly it may be lifted’ before the due date. 

No financial event would have such national 
and international importance as the return of 
this country to the gold standard. Holland, 
whose currency already stands at a premium 
fover United States gold dollars,. would cer- 
tainly follow suit; in fact, Dr. Vissering, the 
President of the Bank of the Netherlands 
(the Bank of England of Holland) told the 
writer a short time ago that while his country 
would probably restore an effective gold 
standard as soon as England did, she would 
not precede her. Switzerland, being also in 
a position to return to specie payment, would 
in all probability do the same. Sweden, 
which in the spring of last year decided to 
put one foot, as it were, on the gold stan- 
dard, would put the other if England took 
the lead. Austria and Hungary, thanks to 
the reconstruction schemes, which have pro- 
vided them with a sound basis for financial 
reform, are already on a gold or gold ex- 
change standard. Rusia, as has been noted 
recently, has betn purchasing considerable 
amounts of gold in America, having dis- 
cove that there is nothing like gold for 
currency.

The Duke of Montrose was in a remi- 
niscent mood last night when he was 
entertained to dinner at Glasgow Conserva- 
tive Club, on the attainment of his ducal 
jubilee and presented with a gold cigar 
x. 

The Duke said that he had been a 
member of their club for forty-five years. 
He could remember eleven different Prime 
Ministers, and with several of these he was 
on intimate terms, including Mr. Disraeli, 
the Earl of Balfour and Lord Rosebery. 
He also recollected eighteen Chancellors cf 
the Exchequer. The advent of some of 
these, such as Sir William Harcourt and 
Mr. Lloyd George, he looked upon with 
some suspicion and with justifiable 
anxiety. (Laughter. ) 

He had a vivid recollection of his introduc- 
tion to Disraeli at a political banquet a few 
months after he (the speaker) succeeded to 
the title. He then thought Mr. Disraeli was 
a delightful man, and .so sympathetic to the 
rising Np agin of his supporters. He 
hoped that he had made a favourable impres 
sion upon the then Prime Minister, but that 
was was dispelled shortly after, when joining 
a train at Paddington for Windsor, whither 
he was proceeding to hand over his late 
father’s insignia. Cigar in hand. he walked 
into a compartment occupied by Mr. Disraeli. 
‘I suppose you don't object to smoking,’ he 
remarked,, and Mr. Disraeli replied—‘‘ No, 
young man, I don’t object to smoking, but 
if I go into the presence of my Sovereign, 
reaking of tobacco. it may mean the fall 
of the Government.’’ 

“That,’’ added the Duke, 
laughter, “ was my first lesson.” 
His Grace referred to the pleasure he also 
obtained on the Turf, and, concluding, 
said :—'' We are running very fast in these 
democratic times, and the big estates and 
ancestral castles, which were a feature in mv 
younger days, must gradually disappear in 
virtue of the death duties. 

“1 have always understood the comnen 
law to mean that a man could do what he 
likes with his_own as long as he does not 
interferere ‘With his neighbours. My ex- 
perience tells me that landlords’ rights are 
being curtailed every day. I wonder whether 
the rising generation realise the transition 
thet is taking place as regards their future. 
T am no pessimist, but I cannot help think- 
ing that I have lived during the best of the 
most, prosperous time of this old country of 
ours.”

Certain inaccurate statements have recently 
appeared in the British and Indian 
regarding the origin of the sum of money 
paid by the Rajah Sir Hari Singh in connec- 
tion with the recent bank case. It has been 
suggested, for instance, that this money really 
belonged to the State of Kashmir, ana that 
its administration has suffered in consequence 
Jt is understood that Sir Hari Singh, apart 
from being the heir to the Throne of Kashmir, 
and possessing large private estates, which 
give him a princely income, inherited a 
large fortune from his father, the Rajah Sir 
Amar Singh, who made considerable profits 
from sales of timber from his forests during 
the war. 

It is learned in reliable quarters that the 
sum paid by Sir Hari Sjngh to the alleged 
blackmailers had nothing to do with the 
revenues of Kashmir State, and the reports 
that the Maharajah of: Kashmir and his sub- 
jects now desire to prevent his succession are 
described as ridiculous. It is stated on the 
highest authority that the Maharajah of 
Kashmir has expressed much sympathy with 
his nephew in his misfortune.—(Reuter.)

BELFAST CASE IN HOUSE OF 
LORDS. 

Without calling on Counsel for the Crown, 
the House of Lords dismissed the appeal of 
Mr. Charles Edward Allan, shipbuilder, 
Belfast, against the inclusion of the income 
from certain stocks and shares in the com- 
putation for assessment to super-tax.

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TAXATION: LICENSING 
COMMISSION. 
oe 


The first meeting of the newly-elected Com- 
mittee of the Licetised Grocers’ and Vintners’ 
Protection Association was. held in the offices, 
Commercial Buildings, Dame street, Dublin, 
yesterday, for the purpose of electing the 
officers. The outgoing Chairman, Mr. 
Patrick Conway, presided, 

The poll was — at 11.50 and closed at 
12.30 p.m. The Chairman announced the re- 
sult as follows :—Mr. Cornelius Kennedy, 
Vice-Chairman, was unanimously elected 
Chairman; Mr. Joseph Fagan, 179 Church 
street, unanimously elected Vice-Chairman ; 
Mr. Michael Humphrys, Treasurer; Messrs. 
Michael Fanning, Patrick Conway and John 
» Walters, trustees. 

Mr. Patrick Conway then vacated the 
chair, which was taken by Mr, Cornelius 
Kennedy, the new Chairman, who, in return- 
ing thanks, said that they had put him into 
a» position which he never desired; in fact, 
it was the other way about. They had put 
him there, whether liked it or not: For 
many years he had refused to accept the 
Vice-COhairmanship, but last year he could 
not stand out against the arguments of the 
outgoing Chairman, Mr. Fanning, and some 
others who had waited upon him, and so he 
found himself now in the chair, and asked 
to follow a man who, he thought, was one of 
the best and most spccessful chairmen they 
ever had. ~ 

Of course, he would not be human if he 
did not feel that, after all, it was a great 
honour to be singled out from the ranks to 

reside over the fortunes of their business 
or even one year, and he could only say 
that he did feel very ateful to his 
colleagues, and would do his best not to 
disappoint them by his conduct in :the chair. 
The responsibility, howéver, of the position 
was very big, particularly at the present 
time, with new legislation in operation, and 
a Commission about to be set up, which may 
have a far-reaching influence on the future 
of their business. He felt confident, how- 
ever, so long as he did his utmost and had 
the hearty co-operation and advice of his 
colleagues, that the enormous interest, for the 
defence of which that organisation stood, 
would weather the gale. (Hear, hear.) 

As he had said, he was taking up his 
duties at a time when a great new experi- 
ment was being tried. Their own Govern- 
ment, rightly or wrongly, insisted on legis- 
lation for their trade, with the result that 
within the past six months they had two 
Acts put into operation. The latter, how- 
ever, was the one with which they had to 
deal, as it, absorbed the former, and spread 
out beyond it in very many directions. eir 
past Chairman would, presumably, refer to 
the bill in detail, as it was the chief feature 
of his year of office, and it was his business 
to look at it from the point of view of the 

resent and future effect it may have on 

heir business. His own view was that, 
while the portion of the bill dealing with pro- 
secutions and endorsements might be very 
he thought, at the same time, 
aat the characters of the in- 
dividual licensed traders, and the mánner in 
which they conducted their houses, were well 
known to the police, and for that reason he 
did not think the man who conducted his busi- 
ness on right lines need fear anything from 
the measure. i 

Of course they, as an association, always 
condemned the traders who deliberately broke 
the law, as they brought discredit on the 
whole trade, as well as themselves, but he felt 
at the time the bill was going through the 
Dail, that it was very wrong to remove from 
the Justices the discretion to say whether in 
their judgment,.all offences should carry en- 
dorsements. It puts all traders on a level, 
and so the man with a good character who, 
through no fault of his own, is found guilty 
of a technical offence, perhaps the first in his 
life-time, has his licence endorsed, just the 
same as the old offender: He felt when the 
bill was in the Dáil that was not fair, and he 
felt so still, 

Unfortunately, their opposition, which was 
voiced by Mr. Egan, Mr. Hughes, Mr. Daly, 
and several others, was unavailing. Of course, 
it was always necessary for them to be on 
their guard against a breach of the law, but 
now it was more:necessary than ever, if they 
valued their property. They could only wait 
and see what would happen, and do the best 
they could to save their members from the 
effects of those portions of the bill which were 
undoubtedly dangerous and potentially con- 
fiscatory. While he said that, however, he 
did not anticipate any evil results for those 
who did their best to conduct what was ad- 
mitted on all sides to be a most difficult 
business. Their Secretary, Mr. O'Byrne. 
would at an early date be sending out a card 
containing instructions for members as to the 
conduct of their business under the new law, 
and he felt confident that every effort would 
ve made to comply with its provisions. So 
far, he had only referred to the gloomy side 
of the picture, but there was a bright side 
from their point of view which he felt would 
have a very salutary effect at least in the 
large centres of population 

uring the past four years, in the Dublin 
Met itan Area, there were registered no 
less than 23 clubs. These places were only 
clubs in name. They. were really gigantic 
drinking shops, with the difference that they 
had no restrictions or limitations of any sort 
or kind, and operated exclusively at night, 
after the licensed houses were shut, and all 
y on Sunday. 

‘he Act provided for the proper conduct of 
these establishments in the future, and he 
believed that if the law be vigidly enforced, 
in twelve months’ time, not one of them would 
be in existence. Another degrading vice was 
the drinking of methylated spirits, which had 
grown to alarming dimensio.s in recent years, 
particularly since the excessive duties were 
imposed on spirits. There was a certain class 
of the community who bought this vile stuff 
and drank it in lanes or door-ways with 
terrible consequences.

‘When the iniquitous system of landlordism 
was being done away with, and the 
of those who got gilts of the 
soil all over the country sought and obtained 
the best terms they could, the same journals 
did not come out and say they had no claim. 
(Hear, hear.) As well as the public, there 
were two very important interests to 
watched in any scheme of reduction the 
Government eventually decides on—the in- 
terests of those whose licences will be 
annulled and of those who will remain—and 
it would be their aim to see that the former 
will get fair and adequate compensation and 
that the latter will not have to pay for it. 

The reason he referred to this at all was 
because some of the temperance leaders had 
already advocated that the compensation 
should be paid by those who would remain. 
The Minister had already recognised the prin- 
ciple of State payment on more than one 
occasion when interviewing deputations as 
well as in his public utterances in An Dail, 
and he (Mr. Kennedy) only referred to it 
to warn the trade that they must be well 
organised and strong in every way te meet 
the attempt which is sure to be made to 
saddle the survivors with the greater share of 
the compensation payment. The thing would 
be absurd and inequitable. The State gave 
those licences and thereby established a vested 
interest which, since the Clitheroe decision of 
1877, has been recognised by the law of the 
land, and on the strength of which the Irish 
banks have advanced millions of pounds. 

Another matter that he thought at the 
moment was deserving of not only the con- 
centration of the licensed trade, but of the 
whole country, was the killing duties on beer 
and spirits. It was a peculiar state of things 
when they came to think of it that these 
duties bore such a disproportionate com- 
He with the entire revenue of the State. 

e was well aware the Government wanted 
money, and should get it if they were to go 
on, but he thought that anybody could not 
argue in favour of keeping on those crushing 
taxes on two industries any damage to which 
would re-act on the entire industrial fabric. 
When put alongside the activities of the 
Temperance Party and others, who, in one 
department of the governing body were out 
after the licensed trade, this terrible taxation 
created a riddle it was hard for anybody out- 
side Ireland to understand. If those gentle- 
men in the Senate who, appecenl’y, if they 
had their way, would legislate the licensed 
trade of Ireland out of existence, had to pay 
a large share of the taxation now gathered 
from the brewing and distilling industries, 
and incidentally making the licensed trade 
unpaid collectors, he wondered how would 
they like it. The time had come when these 
taxes cannot be borne any longer, and a very 
substantial reduction must be made in the 
forthcoming Budget if the industries are to 
survive. ise, hear.) Only ten years ago 
the duty on a gallon of ahishey was 14s. 9d., 
now it was 72s. 6d., while that on a barrel 
of beer, then 6s. 9d., was now 100s. Those 
taxes were possible, perhaps, when the 
Eu n War was at its height and an ab- 
normal circulation of money was taking place, 
but to think of a poor country like this 
having to bear them in the present condition 
of trade was to expect the impossible and 
to invite disaster. e thought there should 
be a great national awakening to the vital 
importance of this guestion between now and 
the end of the financial year, as the Finance 
Minister would keep on milking this 
favourite cow as long as the country let him, 
until she was milked dry. (Applause.) They 
should have an All-Ireland conference at an 
early date to get going with their opposition 
to a continuance of these duties. It was not 
a matter for the licensed trade alone and the 
brewers and distillers ; it wasa matter for every 
Irishman who could see beyond his nose. to 
co-operate in time in saving those two im- 
portant sources of industry and employment. 
(Hear, hear.) There were many important 
matters of not so much public impo-tance 
which would occupy them during the year on 
which they had entered, but he felt that as 
they had gone on so long, now well over a 
century, it was reasonable to hope that at 
the end of his year of office, the organisation 
would be found to be still going strong. He 
hoped and trusted “hat when his time came 
to give up the reins of office, the vast in- 
terests at the head of which they had been 
good enough to place him for the time being 
would remain unimpaired, and that the in- 
fluence and scope of that old organisation 
would be stronger than ever it had been in 
the past. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Joseph Fagan, in returning thanks for 
his election as Vice-“hairman, said he never 
anticipated that they would pick him out and 
pay ‘im this compliment. He knew they 
could get very many men more fitted for the 
position; but in return for their recognition 
of something that must be in him, and which 
he never saw, he would try to do the duties 
attaching to the office to the very utmost of 
his ability. As his friend, the Chairman, had 
stated, it would appear as, if they were in for 
a trying time, but t!eir motto should be 
“ Always ready.”’ (Hear, hear. ) 

Mr. Michael Humphrys returned thanks for 
his re-election as treasurer, and Mr. John 
Walters returned thanks on behalf of him- 
self and the other trustees. 

Mr. Walters then proposed the following 
resolution :— 

That we. the Committee of the Licensed Grocers’ 
and Vintners’ Protection Association, wish to place 
on record our deepest appreciation of the manner 
in which Mr. Patrick Conway ' discharged the 
onerous duties of Chairman during the past year; 
and that we, on our own behalf, and on behalf ef 
the entire trade, tender to him eur very best thanks 
for his untirme and successful efforts during that 
period. 

He said it required no words of his to 
recommend that resolution to the Committee, 
or, indeed, to any body of the licensed trade 
of Dublin, who knew the great services which 
Mr. Conway had undoubtedly given to their 
trade. Speaking as one of the Executive, 
who had intimate and frequent association 
with the offices, he «ould only say that he 
did not think on the occasion of any <ne 
visit which he raid to the offices during the 
peat twelve months that he did not find Mr. 

nway there. But it was not that alone. 
It was their past Chairman’s shrewd common- 
sense, combined with one of the most amiable 
of dispositions, which made him an ideal 
Chairman. The trade were losing a really 
great guide, and thy only consolation they 
had was that th new Chairman, Mr. 
Kennedy, was also everything that they 
could desire for the position. 

Mr. John J. Higg ns seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was supported by Mr. Dobson, 
Mr. J. J. O'Neill, Mr. Cullen, Mr. Humphrys, 
and others, and passed with acclamation. 

Mr. Conway, in replying to the resolution, 
said that he was not so vain as to think he 
deserved half the good things that the pro- 
poser and seconder had said about him, but, 
at the same time, while making all 
allowances for the picture-painting which 
took place on o¢casions of that kind, he was 
none the less grateful for the undoubted ap- 
preciation and good feeling which underlay 
the remarks of his friends. He was leaving 
the chair after a fairly strenuous year of 
office, and he might say, as far as their trade 
was concerned, at a time that would stand 
out in the history of their business. 

During the year two separate new Acts of 
Parliament affecting their business took up 
a prominent place on the public stage. One 
of these, resurrected from the previous year, 
was put into operation, and remained law 
until the other was enacted, and took its 
place. The former bill, as they knew, was 
of narrow scope and little public importance, 
only fixing the hours of trading and just 
touching the fringe of the club evil. The 
latter bill, however, was a sweeping measure 
of social reform, and only time and experi- 
ence would show whether, in enacting such 
an Act, the Government were acting with 
wisdom and foresight, or were travelling too 
fast on a subject that the old régime avo:ded

That seemed a bit Gulbertian. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Conway said: On every 
occasion when they saw the Minister or his 
secretary they asked that in any licensin bill 
that would be introduced there should be a 
section which would put a stop to the indis- 
criminate granting of wine licences. For 
some strange reason the official view of tna 
Home Office was opposed to this, and, he 
regretted to say, they failed in getting this 
important evil put a stop to. Their warn- 
ings were more than justified by what had 
happened ‘in the short interval since they saw 
the Minister in May last prior to the intro- 
duction of the bill. On that occasion they 
made a strong case for legislation ang | 
with this matter, and told the Minister an 
his permanent secretary what was likely to 
happen if those licences, which can be got 
for the asking by paying the duty, were not 
stopped. 

They were told there was nothing in the 
point, and that police reports did not justify 
the action asked for, but since then scores 
of these licences had been taken out in the 
city by small shopkeepers, and in utter 
defiance of the law, wine was being sold in 
those places at any hour. The vast majority 
of chemists also now held these licences, and 
while the law was quite clear that no per- 
son should “ sell, or expose for sale” in- 
toxicating liquor, except between certain 
hours, those places seemed to observe no 
hours at all. A large amount of the abuses 
put to the credit of the genuine licensed 
trader arose from those places. Women in 
particular got their supplies largely from 
them, and it was well known that the wine 
generally sold in sach places was, to say the 
least of it, not of the very best. He knew 
cases recently where bottles of port wine 
were bought at these shops on Sunday morn- 
ings. 

So much for the features of the Act which 
they disliked, and the points which they 
wanted omitted. He could now turn to 
the part of the enactment which everybody 
having the interests of the country at heart 
could greet as a contribution towards genuine 
social reform. In the past he could honestly 
say that it was in no spirit of grudge that 
they, time and again, complained of the 
law governing the sale of drink in clubs. 
They would be justified in complaining on 
that ground alone, as they paid big prices 
for the right to retail drink, while clubs paid 
nothing; but what they chiefly aimed at was

.to bring about a state of the law that would 


confine the sale of drink in those places 
within reasonable limits, and thus put a stop 
to the drunkenness and abuses which weres 
always laid at the door of the licensed 
house. 

As far back as 1902, at their instance, the 
chief of the Dublin Metropolitan Police in- 
stituted a special watch on some large tene- 
ment houses in different districts of the city, 
which were described as clubs, and where 
drink was sold all night. The late Chief 
Superintendent Dunne had charge of a series 
of raids that were made simultaneously in 
various parts of the city, and prosecutions 
followed which disclosed an appalling state. 
of affairs. In one house there were upwards 
of 200 men found drinking in the early hours 
of the morning. Such a grave scandal was 
exposed that public opinion was centred on 
the matter, and the Registration of the Clubs 
Act of 1904 was the consequence. This Act, 
though its limitations were great, combined 
with the vigilance of the police, dispelled to 
a very large extent the evil of club drinking 
up to comparatively recent years, but a few 
years ago, and to a greater and growing ex- 
tent, up to the end of last year, various 
clubs—so-called—got registered under that 
Act, and he thought he could say that, bad as 
the abuses were twenty years ago, they had 
reached a stage as bad, if not worse, at the 
time the 1923 Act was put into operation last 
year. 

The effect of that Act was beginning to be 
felt when the present Act came into force, 
and he was confident that with the powers it 
contains, and restrictions it imposed on those 
institutions, the evil of the bogus clubs in 
six months’ time would be a thing of the 
past. (Hear, hear.) The other beneficial 
portions of the bill were Parts 4 and 5, 
which dealt with illicit distillation and the 
sale of methylated spirits. He need scarcely 
say both those reforms had their hearty ap- 
proval. Speaking generally, the bill, in his 
une while containing clauses which the 
icensed trade could not oppose, was a great 
effort to deal with a difficult and 
subject, and would in time, if fairly adminis- 
tered, meet with universal approval. (Hear, 
hear.) 

The Chairman had dealt with the Commis- 
sion which the Government intended setting 
up to deal further with the liquor problem, 
and it only remained for him to say they 
would want to be very careful in seeing at the 


outset that the Commission will be composed 


of fair and impartial] men, and not avowed 
opponents, as far as their trade was con- 
cerned: also that their interests must be 
adequately represented on the Commission. 
(Hear, hear.) As to other matters during his 
year of office, he could not help referring to 
the grocers’ assistants’ sttike which took 
place early in December last. In 
view of the brief period of the strike 
and the settlement effected, which, he 
believed, was honourable to both sides, he 
would say no more as to the merits or demerite 
of the men’s demands, and would confine him- 
self to just remarking that, in his judgment, 
the relations between them and the Assist- 
ants’ Union were at last what they ought to 
be—namely, each side recognising the other's 

int of view and meeting it as far as was 
possible without compromising its own. The 
new Arbitration Board set up under the 
settlement would, he hoped and believed, 
make strikes impossible in the future. Even 
already they had some difficulties, but the 
Board got over them. (Hear, hear.) 

He had, perhaps, held them for an undue 
length, but the year he had to review was a 
very important one in their trade; in fact, he 
might say a historic one; and he only hoped 
he would not be disappointed in the belief 
that he was leaving the chair without any 
inroads being made upon their interests or 
rights during his year of office. Just one 
word more. The organisation in the city and 
throughout the provinces was in a perfectly 
sound and healthy condition, a state of affairs 
upon which he was glad to congratulate their 
secretary and his staff; and looking to the 
future, this was a very important matter, tor 
in the time before them, when the fortunes 
and future of the licensed trade of Ireland 
were to be the subject of a very critical 
analysis, it was only by being strong and 
united that they could secure the best results 
for those who will be the licensed trade of 
the country in, say, ten, twenty, or thirty 
years hence. He once more thanked them 
for all their kindness and appreciation. (Loud 
cheers.) 

On the motion of the outgoing Chairman, 
Mr. Conway, the secretary (Mr. Martin 
O’ Byrne), the assistant secretary (Mr. P. J. 
Walsh), the organiser (Mr. Edward Hackett), 
and the solicitor (Mr. Vincent T. Davy) were 
unanimously re-elected.
